New superintendent 

The Manchester 
Board of School Com- 
mittee has appointed 
a new superintendent 
of schools, Dr. Bol- 
gen Vargas, the past 
superintendent of the 
Rochester, New York, school system, a 
district with over 30,000 students — dou- 
ble the size of Manchester. Dr. Vargas 
will replace Dr. Debra Livingston, who 
recently retired. 

Dr. Vargas sure looks like he has the 
credentials to lead Manchester, our 
state’s largest school district. While 
Rochester has twice the student popula- 
tion of Manchester, it also has a budget 
four times as large. When Dr. Vargas took 
on the Rochester position, the system had 
a $70 million budget gap that he seems 
to have successfully solved. Wow! If he 
solved a nearly 10-percent budget gap in 
Rochester, it sure sounds like he has the 
skills to take on the financial issues of 
Manchester. 

While this speaks volumes of his finan- 
cial skills and is a good hint at why the 
Board of School Committee has placed 
their faith in Dr. Vargas, there is a cau- 
tion flag that is worthy of note. Dr. Vargas 
seems to have had a conflict with the 
school board that led to his leaving the 
post before his contract was completed. 

We know all too well of the conflicts 
that recent superintendents have had with 
the Board of School Committee. Will we 
see the same kinds of conflicts that we’ve 
seen in the past? Are we to assume that 
this is simply a natural cats-versus-dogs 
type of relationship and that these kinds 
of conflicts are always going to arise? 

Does it have to be this way? Is one side 
always wrong and the other side always 
right? That is unlikely. However, the his- 
tory here is that this relationship has been 
problematic and one that is worth paying 
attention to. 

It seems like the Board of School 
Committee has hired a very skilled lead- 
er. Certainly, there will be a honeymoon 
period. But after that, will the same 
kinds of conflicts arise, leaving all of us 
to think, “Here we go again?” For the 
sake of the city, especially the students, 
let’s hope that things go well. If they do, 
it should be considered a feather in the 
cap of both Dr. Vargas and the Board of 
School Committee.

Race tightens 

A new WBUR/MassInc poll 
shows Hillary Clinton is leading 
Donald Trump in the Granite State 
by just 3 points. Clinton has 41 per- 
eent of likely voters compared to 
Trump’s 38 and Libertarian candi- 
date Gary Johnson has 11 points. 
The poll’s margin of error is 4.4 per- 
centage points. In the last WBUR 
poll conducted in late September, 
Clinton led by 7 points. Both can- 
didates are still relatively unpopular. 
Of the state’s likely voters, 40 per- 
cent view Clinton favorably, while 
34 view Tmmp favorably. 

The growing tightness of the race 
may explain the frequency of visits 
by candidates and their surrogates to 
the Granite State. On Oct. 13, first 
lady Michelle Obama gave a speech 
in Manchester that largely focused 
on Tmmp’s 2005 comments record- 
ed by a hot mike on an Access 
Hollywood set, when he bragged 
about attempting to have an affair 
and kissing and groping women 
without consent or consequence. ‘T 
can’t stop thinking about this. It has 
shaken me to my core in a way that 
I couldn’t have predicted,” Obama 
said in her speech. 

The Union Leader reported a 
recent UMass-Lowell poll found 
that more than 80 percent of Granite 
Staters heard about the 2005 com- 
ments, but 66 percent said it made 
no difference to how they would 
vote, while 30 percent said they 
were less likely to vote for Trump 
as a result of the recording. 

Trump returned to New Hamp- 
shire Oct. 15 for an outdoor 
rally in Portsmouth. Seacoast 
Online reported protesters lined the 
Route 1 corridor leading to the ral- 
ly and shouts were often exchanged 
between the groups as Tmmp sup- 
porters arrived. 

On Oct. 17, former President Bill 
Clinton campaigned for his wife at 
Keene State College and Dartmouth 
College, NHPR reported. His last 
visit to the state was in January. 

Dartmouth contract 

The New Hampshire GOP plans 
to file an ethics complaint against 
the state for possible collusion with 
Dartmouth-Hitchcock and Dart- 
mouth College to craft a Request for 
Proposal for a psychiatric staffing 
contract at the state mental hospital 
that would favor Dartmouth-Hitch- 
cock, which was the sole bidder. 


The Union Leader reported GOP 
Chair Jennifer Horn is accusing 
Gov. Maggie Hassan of a “pay to 
play” scandal that gave preferential 
treatment to a campaign donor. The 
complaint, which will be filed with 
the Executive Branch Ethics Com- 
mittee, is based on email exchanges 
the GOP received as part of a Right 
to Know request. The emails show 
New Hampshire Hospital Chief 
Medical Officer David Folks circu- 
lating suggested tweaks to the draft 
REP language with state employees 
heading the hospital. Folks recent- 
ly announced his planned departure 
for January. A former psychiatric 
nurse practitioner at New Hamp- 
shire Hospital said Folks was 
talking about a “seamless transi- 
tion” long before the REP had been 
issued, saying that pointed to a con- 
flict of interest, if not collusion. 

Gateway to work 

A program meant to fund job 
training using unspent federal wel- 
fare dollars is still being stalled by 
Republican lawmakers. NHPR 
reported the Gateway to Work pro- 
gram, championed by Gov. Maggie 
Hassan as a way to work toward 
closing the state’s workforce skills 
gap, was tabled again by the Joint 
Fiscal Committee. Democrats argue 
it will help provide more econom- 
ic opportunity to needy families, 
while Republicans, some of whom 
are not against the plan in princi- 
ple, expressed concerns about the 
long-term costs. The program is 
estimated to spend $15 to $20 mil- 
lion in federal funds and would 
target individuals receiving Tempo- 
rary Assistance for Needy Families. 

Moose checks 

The relative success of hunters 
this moose season and the shape 
those moose are found in will have 
an impact on the future of the hunt. 
The Union Leader reported that 
check stations examining moose 
brought in by hunters with a moose 
permit this year are seeing fewer 
moose than usual. And populations 
are getting close to the thresholds set 
by Fish and Game that would trigger 
a halt to hunting. That’s especial- 
ly true of the central and southwest 
regions of the state. Each region has 
its own population goals set by Fish 
and Game’s 10-year management 
plan, released last year. Calf mor- 
tality has been high in recent years. 


hovering between 70 and 80 per- 
cent over the past three years. The 
deaths have been connected most- 
ly to short winters, fiiendly to the 
winter tick lifecycle. The ticks then 
infest moose in high numbers, caus- 
ing massive blood loss, anemia and 
other health problems. 

Veterans in pain 

While a 2011 policy direc- 
tive prevents veterans from being 
kicked from the Veteran Adminis- 
tration’s medical system for using 
state-sanctioned medical marijuana, 
there are still barriers for Granite 
State vets to access the program. 
The Concord Monitor reported 
the New Hampshire therapeutic 
cannabis law requires a medical 
marijuana patient have a three-year 
relationship with a physician before 
the physician can certify them as a 
qualifying patient. But VA doctors 
are not allowed to certify medical 
marijuana use. That means veterans 
getting care through the VA system 
must pay out-of-pocket to see a pro- 
vider outside of the VA system. 

Scam unit 

The New Hampshire Attorney 
General’s office has created a new 
unit to handle scams targeting the 
elderly, the Union Leader report- 
ed. Brandon Garod, the prosecuting 
attorney for the Elder Abuse and 
Exploitation Unit, said many police 
see elder scams not as a crime but as 
a civil matter. In 2015, elder fraud 
cost $36.48 billion nationwide, 
according to a study by TrueLink 
Financial. The first person in the 
state is being charged using a new 
state law making financial exploi- 
tation of the elderly a felony. If 


convicted, she faces up to 15 years 
in prison. 

Nuclear plant 

Federal regulators are get- 
ting ready to review plans to stem 
“concrete cancer” at the Seabrook 
Station Nuclear Power Plant. 
NHPR reported concrete degrada- 
tion happens as a result of chemical 
reactions occurring in many of the 
concrete structures in the plant and 


can cause cracks and damage over- 
all structural integrity. The plant’s 
owner, NextEra, submitted plans to 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion that aim to fix this problem, 
kicking off an official review pro- 
cess. If regulators don’t approve the 
plans, it could impact license renew- 
al and the plant’s operation, which 
is licensed through 2030. Seabrook 
Station is currently seeking a 20 
year extension to their license. ^

^ STEAM CUSTOMERS 

Energy and natural gas supplier Liberty Util- 
ities agreed to pay $1 million to help with the 
transition from Concord Steam to Liberty ser- 
vices in downtown Concord. The Concord 
Monitor reported the fund would be used to 
help non-government customers of Concord 
Steam. A joint petition to the Public Utilities 
Commission pushed for the fund and the PUC 
will consider it when it reviews the plans for 
Concord Steam to close by May 2017. The 
petition was drafted by state Sen. Dan Feltes, 
a Democrat from Concord. It was backed by 
13 downtown businesses and nonprofits and 
Concord City Manager Tom Aspell. Liber- 
ty Utilities would be allowed to recoup the $1 
million from ratepayers.

TASKER PROSECUTION 

The team working to prosecute former State 
Rep. Kyle Tasker for allegedly soliciting a 
minor for sex over Facebook and dealing 
drugs hit a bump in the road last week. The 
Union Leader reported Detective Christo- 
pher Gilroy of the Hampton Police Depart- 
ment was arrested for alleged drunk driving. 
Working as a member of the state’s Internet 
Crimes Against Children Task Force, Gilroy 

■ was on the other side of a Facebook conversa- 
tion with Tasker, posing as a 14-year-old girl. 
Legal experts now say Gilroy’s arrest could 
have an impact on Tasker’s prosecution, espe- 
cially if Gilroy is called to be a witness, as it 
can be used to challenge his credibility. 
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CANDIDATE Q & A 


In the weeks leading up to the general election, the Hippo is speaking with the major 
party nominees for the state’s gubernatorial and congressional races about the issues - 
and how they take their coffee. The interviews here have been edited and condensed, but 
you can find longer versions of each week’s interview transcripts at hippopress.com. 


Frank Guinta 

Republican CDl nominee 

Frank Guinta is the 
f tPr incumbent Republi- 

WH 7^ can Congressman for 

'■ the state’s 1st District, 
serving his second, 
non-eonseeutive term, 
and a former mayor of 
Manchester. He served 
a previous term in the House after first being 
elected in 2010. 

What accomplishments can you point 
to that have helped the people of New 
Hampshire? 

Well, I served on the Financial Services 
Committee and I was added to the Budget 
Committee this year and I . . . served as the 
chairman of the Congressional Task Force to 
Combat Heroin and Opioid Use. I spent most 
of my time this year focusing on the opioid . . . 
epidemic here in New Hampshire and around 
the country. And I really think that the work 


that I did on the task force as chairman was 
incredibly important to the process of pass- 
ing the CARA [Comprehensive Addiction 
and Recovery Act] legislation. I thought it 
was important, after being named chairman, 
to work in a bipartisan way. So I talked to my 
leadership and said that I wanted to have a co- 
chair who was a Democrat and they thought 
it was a good idea and I called Annie Kuster. 
And I asked her to be my co-chair and she 
accepted and we worked really well togeth- 
er over the last year. We’ve got 80 members 
of Congress on the task force, equally divided 
between Republicans and Democrats. I think 
it was important for us, for me at least, to 
send a strong message that we need to work 
together in a bipartisan way to try to solve 
the challenges that the state and the nation 
are facing. The bipartisan legislation that 
came out of it after 10 hearings, both in New 
Hampshire and Washington, D.C., I think 
the legislature was incredibly important. We 
had 18 different bills, all of which passed the 
House bipartisanly. ... I think that’s probably 
the most impactful legislative accomplish- 
ment that I’ve had this year. 


If re-elected, what specific initiatives 
would you pursue? 

I think it’s incredibly important to deal with 
budget reform, so we have a better budget 
process and tax reform. I think our econo- 
my is still lagging, despite the fact that we 
have low unemployment. We had a labor 
participation rate at 62.8 percent, which is a 
50-year low. So we . . . [have] to get the econ- 
omy jump-started, and that means overall tax 
reform, both on the individual side and the 
business side. So, I think that’s . . . amongst 
the most important things that we need to start 
out of the gate next year. 

How would you ensure New Hampshire 
has the resources to meet the needs of our 
severely mentally ill who are waiting for 
beds? 

This is an issue that’s near and dear to me. 
I’ve got a family member who has a mental 
health diagnosis and I’ve been caregiver to 
that family member for 20 years, which has 
impacted our family in a way that has allowed 
me to see through the lens of what it’s truly 
like to go through the mental health process. I 
mean. New Hampshire, we used to be one of 
the best states in the country for our delivery 
system, and unfortunately we’re falling short. 
I see how people with mental health diagno- 
sis are not treated properly or fairly and not 


getting the treatment they deserve. So one of 
the most important pieces of legislation on the 
federal level is a bill that I co-sponsored with 
Tim Murphy (R-Ohio) called the ... Mental 
Health Families in Crisis Act. And it does a 
number of things but reforms and improves 
the mental health system including ensuring 
that if you are in crisis, that families can assist 
with that individual and the medical team. 

The cost of living is high in New Hamp- 
shire, and experts say ifs driven largely by 
high rent and high childcare costs, which 
affects the folks at the lowest incomes the 
hardest How would you help the working 
people of New Hampshire to pay their bills? 

At the federal level, I want to see upward 
mobility for everybody regardless of their 
socioeconomic status. So when it comes to 
those who are having challenges paying their 
bills, there are a number of things that we 
should be reforming at the federal level. One 
of the biggest fiustrations I have is the number 
of job training programs we have spread out 
over so many different agencies [that] don’t 
seem to be applied in the most effective and 
efficient way. Sol’d like to reform that process 
and determine, if somebody is unemployed, 
match them up with the job training dollars 
that we have at the federal level so we can 
work with that person in a proper training 7 ►

Carol Shea-Porter 
is a former Congress- 
woman for the state’s 
1st District. She served 
two consecutive terms 
after being elected in 
2006 and lost to Repub- 
lican Frank Guinta in 
2010. She was elected for a third term in 20 1 2 
before losing to Guinta again in 2014. 


What accomplishments can you point to 
that have helped the people of New Hamp- 
shire from your time in Congress? 

The most recent ... is the Medicaid expan- 
sion money that New Hampshire accepted. 
And I’m very proud of the state legislature for 
voting yes on that. But that money did come 
from the [Affordable Care Act]. ... We know 
that the first roll was insuring . . . almost 50,000 
people and now the Medicaid expansion takes 
care of those who were poor, who didn’t have 
the money to do that. ... I was there when the 
economy was collapsing. I’m very proud of 
the work that we did to keep this country from 
falling into a depression, frankly. And if you 
look at the jobs, every single month we have 
job gains. 


How would you ensure New Hampshire 
has the resources to build up its mental 
health and addiction treatment, given the 
waitlists and high demand? 

I was the vice chair of the addiction cau- 
cus with Patrick Kennedy (D-Rhode Island) 
and I also worked with him on the mental 
health parity legislation to make sure that 
insurance companies offered mental health 
benefits that needed to be the same. This was 
a few years ago. So it’s disappointing to see 
that we don’t have these resources. ... I mean, 
when I was in Congress in my last session, 
I was working on legislation to try to bring 
funding and try to make it easier to safely dis- 
pose of drugs. I was speaking to the head of 
the New Hampshire Police about this and 
so it’s not a new problem. We have failed to 
address the problem and we have reached the 
emergency moment here. So my great hope 
is that everybody will work across the aisle 
to provide the services and to acknowledge 
that we’re in it for the long haul. It can’t just 
be today’s hot topic. We have to be in it for 
the long haul. That means beds, that means 
long-term treatment, that means helping to 
stabilize individuals and families and make 
sure that they have jobs when they come out. 
It’s going to be a lot. 

The cost of living in New Hampshire 
is very high, driven by a lot of factors, not 


least of which are rent and childcare. Those 
things affect people in the low income brack- 
ets the most What would you do to help the 
working families of the state pay their bills? 

I think we need to change our tax code. 
What’s happening here is that the middle 
class has been absolutely squeezed, and so 
have Main Street’s small businesses. And we 
know that our tax code is unfair and that if you 
are a very wealthy corporation or a billion- 
aire you’re going to have some pretty great 
advantages, taxwise. ... I think for early edu- 
cation, we need to put money there so that the 
young families that are bom and live in a cer- 
tain zip code aren’t being penalized because 
they’re not in a wealthy community. But we 
also need to help those families get child- 
care. Childcare has to be more affordable. 
And we’re talking about some investments 
here. . . . We need to raise the minimum wage, 
everybody pretty much agrees. And there 
are studies that show that it actually does not 
hurt if it’s done gradually and [with] aware- 
ness for the very small businesses that can’t 
take that leap. ... And then we need, as a com- 
munity — it’s a series of tax credits and tax 
stmcture — to help, when they want to build 
workforce housing, to make it worthwhile for 
businesses to come in and do that. It has to 
be a partnership between business, nonprof- 
its and government in order to address the 
problems we’re facing. And finally, I would 


say if we want to keep young people here and 
we want good wages and we want them to be 
able to hold their costs down, we need public 
transportation. 

How do you plan on being an effective 
Democratic lawmaker if the Republicans 
keep control of the House? 

Well, I have been an effective lawmaker 
in the majority and also in the minority. And 
the reason I’ve been able to get things done 
is because I have served on the Armed Ser- 
vices Committee. The House Armed Services 
Committee is — I mean, they have their par- 
tisan moments, but we all understand that the 
first obligation of your government is to keep 
you safe. And so we’ve worked pretty well 
together and I have reached across the aisle 
repeatedly. I have supported many of their 
amendments, they have supported mine. . . . 
My mom and dad were lifelong Republicans. 
I decided . . . that I would try to walk back 
and forth to votes with a Republican, so that 
we would have chances to talk, because you 
don’t have that much opportunity. You really 
don’t. So that’s what I did. I walked back and 
forth. And you build a rapport, friendship, and 
we may not always vote the same, but there 
was an understanding there. And it did help 
and I did work with Justin Amash (R-Mich- 
igan), who’s pretty dam conservative, on 
issues of privacy. T^d I worked with oth- 7 ►

looking for. Beyond that, there are programs 
that I’ve supported that I think are impor- 
tant to the state of New Hampshire — WIC 
[Women, Infants and Children] programs, 
the LIHEAP [Low Ineome Home Ener- 
gy Assistanee Program] program — that’s 
ineredibly important for New Hampshire. 
...In addition to that, though, seniors have 
felt a great impaet beeause they did not get a 
COLA [Cost of Living Adjustment] inerease 
this year by the Soeial Seeurity Administra- 
tion. So I filed legislation ... to give them a 
COLA inerease. 

You^re currently facing legal complaints 
by critics in both parties for including, in 
your assets, the $355,000 you were ordered 
to pay back to your parents last year. Do 
you think having access to money the FEC 
ruled as an illegal donation is compliant 
with the spirit of the law? 

Well, it’s not a mling. This is a settlement 
agreement between myself and the FEC. . . . 
I think it’s sort of a mistake that people tend 
to make. But there was no ruling. They had 
eontaeted me after the last eleetion and asked 
me to settle, and I settled. And the settle- 
ment was rather simple. It was, “pay baek the 
aeeount, refile your paperwork to show this 
money was yours and pay a small fine for 
not properly diselosing it in the first plaee.” 
I’ve done that, the FEC has stated that I’m in 
eomplianee with that agreement, and I have, 
as I eontinue to do, foeused on what I think 


◄ 6 ers too. So, if you deeide you’re going to 
do it and you’re not rude to them, you ean get 
some things done. 

The Affordable Care Act has been facing 
some renewed criticism, even from major 
Democrats like Bill Clinton, because of ris- 
ing premiums for middle-class Americans, 
As a vocal supporter of Obamacare, how 
would you respond to these criticisms? 

We always said ... we’re pushing the train 
out of the stations and there will be many 
stops along the way, that this would require 
a lot of tweaking as this went through, as any 
major pieee of legislation would. And, unfor- 
tunately, the Republieans in Washington, who 
are not listening to the Republieans who are 
enrolled in health eare and know how it’s 
ehanged their lives ... refuse to fix anything. 
They actually have voted to repeal it without 
anything to replaee it. They voted to repeal 
it, I don’t know, almost 70 times now. So, it 
does need work, absolutely. It’s the equivalent 
of buying a brand new ear and saying T will 
never take this ear for a tune-up, I will nev- 
er let it have an oil ehange. I’ll never ehange 
a tire. I’ll never do anything.’ And that’s been 
their approach, to try to keep anything from 
being tweaked or fixed. . . . We have to fix it 
and it’s going to require people who are inter- 
ested in the publie good and interested in 
proteeting people’s aeeess to health eare. 


are the pohey issues the people have always 
wanted me to foeus on. I’ve done that the 
entire term and I did that during the primary 
eampaign and I’ll eontinue to do that during 
the general eleetion eampaign. 

Regardless of whether it was a ruling or 
settlement, if you were told to pay it back, 
do you think thaCs keeping with the spirit of 
the law, having it now? 

Well, I’ve always said that it’s my money. 
It was my money. It is my money. 

You beat your primary opponent despite 
many national pundits predicting your 
demise. What message do you think your 
primary victory sends? 

Well, I’ve always said this isn’t about me. 
This is about representing the people of the 
1st Congressional Distriet, and that’s what 
I’ve done. And I think that we ran a good 
eampaign. It was a spirited eampaign and I 
eongratulated my opponent in the primary 
for miming a tough eampaign, but the peo- 
ple spoke. And now I think what the people 
want is the leadership and the foeus and the 
dedieation that I’ve demonstrated on issues 
that matter to people in the 1 st Congressional 
Distriet. I’ve gotten six pieees of legislation 
signed into law by this president, shepherded 
through the CARA legislation, was a leader 
on the deferral of the Cadillae Tax — some- 
thing that would have negatively impaeted 
Manehester by $5 million. ...

Is there concern in your campaign or in 
the party that your former Democratic pri- 
mary opponent, Shawn O ^Connor — who 
is running now as an independent — will in 
any way split the Democratic vote this year?

Well, I think Frank Guinta has been very, 
very good for multinational eorporations, 
he’s been very, very good for oil and gas, 
he’s been very good for the Koeh brothers, 
he’s been very good for Washington speeial 
interests. And people ean go and have a look, 
but that’s a pretty important differenee, that 
I have been there from the very beginning 
for the middle elass, what I eall the bottom 
99 pereent of us. So our votes refleet that 
differenee. That’s one differenee. The other 
differenee is integrity. You just have to take 
a look; the eurrent head of the New Hamp- 
shire Republiean Party said that she looked 
at his full FEC report and doesn’t trust him. 
The former head of the New Hampshire 


GOP has filed new eharges against him. 
Senator Kelly Ayotte said he should resign,

Bank robberies on the rise? 

NH sees record cases in 2015, driven by drugs

There were more bank robberies in the state 
last year than at any time in the past decade, 
according to FBI crime statistics released this 
fall. Half of all bank robberies in New Hamp- 
shire happened in Manchester. 

Out of a total of 36 bank robberies in 20 1 5, 
18 were committed in the Queen City, seven 
in Nashua and two in Concord. The remaining 
nine happened in nine different communities, 
including Bedford, Salem and Keene. 

Since 2005, the annual total of bank rob- 
bery cases have hovered between 17 and 
33, but between 2012 and 2015, incidents 
increased each year by more than 70 percent 
over that three-year period. 

This is despite the fact that overall robber- 
ies — in additional places like highways, gas 
stations, homes, chains stores and business- 
es like liquor stores and restaurants — have 
gone down in New Hampshire by 14 percent 
and New England by 10 percent. And while 
robberies have gone up slightly nationwide, 
bank robberies have declined in the U.S. by 
2.5 percent. 

This appears to make New Hampshire the 
exception to the rule, and the widespread 
addiction epidemic centered on dangerous 
opioids like heroin and fentanyl is the like- 
ly culprit. 

“There is no question those under the 
influence of a controlled or illegal drug is cor- 
related with robberies,” Christiana Thornton, 
the president and CEO of the New Hampshire 
Bankers Association, wrote in an email. 

Thornton pointed to a 2014 FBI study that 
found 40 percent of all bank robbers were 


identified as narcotics users. 

In Manchester, crime analysts don’t have a 
solid percentage of how many were committed 
by individuals motivated by dmg addiction. 
But anecdotally, it’s well over 50 percent. 

“My experience here in Manchester has 
been that the vast majority of the people that 
we have robbing banks are doing so to feed 
addictions,” said Capt. Ryan Grant, the head 
of the Manchester Police Investigative Divi- 
sion. “It’s hard to quantify it because we don’t 
always have hard and fast information.” 

Manchester saw a slight decrease in robber- 
ies between 2014 and 2015 from 109 to 103. 
More than 17 percent of the city’s robberies 
were in banks. Besides the high concentration 
of drug activity in the Queen City, its urban 
characteristics may also be playing a role. 
According to the 2014 FBI study, about 2,500 
of nearly 4,000 bank holdups took place in 
commercial districts and the vast majority 
happen in metropolitan areas or small cities. 

Thornton said the banking community con- 
tinues to follow the industry’s best practices 
to deal with robberies, which include employ- 
ee training, keeping cash box levels low and 
engaging with customers in the lobby. 

“Banks continue to search for new ways to 
prevent robberies. However, their best strate- 
gy is still to make sure employees are trained 
and security systems are in place and working 
properly,” Thornton said. 

While last year saw a record high after 
three years of consecutive increases, there 
may be signs of the issue plateauing. Grant 
said there have been fewer banker robberies 
in Manchester to date this year than the city 
saw in 2015. 

“So it looks like our numbers are going to 
be down a bit for this year,” Grant said. M

There’s only so mueh 
eandy eom you ean eat, 
so why settle for tradi- 
tional Halloween treats? 
Spiee up your fare by 
adding a little seariness 
to your entrees, hors d'oeuvres, sweets and 
healthy snaeks. 


All it takes is a little twist to make a tra- 
ditional dish into one with Halloween flair. 

If you’re eraving pasta, Liz Barbo- 
ur, owner of The Creative Feast in Hollis, 
likes eooking it in red wine, giving noo- 
dles a deep burgundy eolor — the drier the 
wine, the sharper the flavor. She finishes it 
off by sauteing the pasta in oil and garlie (to 
keep the vampires away) and serving it in a 
jaek-o’ -lantern pumpkin with a low-earved 
mouth, allowing the noodles to fall out 
like guts. She suggests using roasted sugar 


pumpkins beeause they’re fleshy and thiek. 

“Then, when somebody takes some of the 
pasta, they ean seoop out some of the pump- 
kin,” Barbour said via phone last week. 

If you’re looking for a side dish, go 
orange — there are so many vegetables of 
this hue that are in season, from earrots and 
squash to loeal tomatoes. 

Sometimes, all your dishes need is a 
shape alteration, said Kristen Chinosi, own- 
er of the Culinary Playground in Derry. Add 
some arms, legs and a head to your meat- 
loaf, and you’ve got a dead body — for 


extra effeet, stiek a fork in its ehest, add

for eyes, sliced red pepper for a mouth). If 
you’re serving butternut squash soup, pipe 
sour cream on top in a spiderweb pattern. 

“Another one we do a lot is pizza,” Chi- 
nosi said. “Halloween night — that’s like 
the biggest pizza-ordering night of the year. 
But if you want to make it more healthful, 
you can make your own.” 

Give the pizza a pumpkin shape and 
add the toppings — veggies, pepperonis, 
bacon, whatever — into a jack-o’ -lantern 
face. Chinosi said the Culinary Playground 
is hosting a parent-child workshop making 
these pizzas a couple days before Hallow- 
een. One of her goals, she said, is to show 
you can be healthy (or somewhat healthy) 
while still being festive. 

FINGER FOOD 

It’s not hard to give finger food a holiday 
vibe; it might just be a matter of rearrang- 
ing and restyling. 

If you’re serving cheese and crackers, 
cut the cheese into maple leaf or skele- 
ton head shapes, said Maureen Porter, who

runs Leave it to Me Catering. If you’ve got 
dip, plop it into a hollowed-out gourd, or 
re-vamp your pigs in a blanket by making 
crescent roll mummy dogs.

◄ 15 shape it like a rectangle and use black 
olives and veggies to design the hair and 
facial features. A big hit at the Culinary Play- 
ground, Chinosi said, are pumpkin-shaped 
cheese balls made with crushed Doritos. 

For the ultimate finger food, Barbour 
suggested roasting fingerling potatoes and 
sticking olives on the end as fingernails. 

SWEETS AND ADULT TREATS 

Making creative Halloween treats might 
be easier in the sweet department because 
of things like colored frosting and creepy 
candy, like gummy worms, which Porter 
likes to press into ice cubes and serve with 
drinks at Halloween parties. 


She said kids especially get a kick out 
of Frankenstein-themed pops, which 
involve dipping marshmallows in melted 
green chocolate and decorating them with 
chocolate sprinkles, pretzel sticks, candy 
googly eyes and gel icing. Another mum- 
my munchy, courtesy of Porter, involves 
Rice Krispies Treats — dip them in melted 
white chocolate and pipe on “bandages.”

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SIMPLY SPOOKY OICOR 

Get festive with do-it-yourself Halloween decorations

You don’t have to spend 
a lot of time and money to 
make your home festive for 
Halloween. 

GHASTLY GOURDS 

Manchester blogger Michelle Harding 
(wanderingmomnh.com) has come up with 
some creative ways to decorate pumpkins 
that are kid-friendly and don’t require carv- 
ing with a knife. Get some foam stickers at 
the craft store or dollar store to make cute or 
creepy faces on the pumpkins. 

“We hit up the dollar store for a lot,” Hard- 
ing said. “It’s probably $2 or $3 for a whole 
bag of pre-cut shapes with a sticker back. 
They have other kinds of stickers too like 
flowers and trucks and stuff that kids would 
have fun with just sticking on the pumpkin.” 

Or you can use simple paint to do any kind 
of face or pattern you want. It doesn’t get any 
easier than turning a pumpkin into a ghost; 
just throw some scraps of white fabric over it 
and draw a ghost face on it with marker. 

You can use a green gourd to make a 
spooky witch. Harding did it using some 
scrap fabric for a dress (you could also use 
a doll dress), which she filled with raffia to 
give it a more distinct body. Paint on a face 
and use googly eyes if you like, then glue 
some strands of raffia on the top for the hair. 
You can make a hat by cutting a circle out of 
cardboard and cutting a hole in the center of it 
so it fits over the top of the gourd. Then, glue 
some fabric into a cone shape and glue it to 
the cardboard brim. 

CREEPY CARDBOARD 

Holly Rousseau, an art instructor at the 
Currier Art Center in Manchester, has some 
ideas about how to recycle cardboard waste 
to make Halloween decorations. For exam- 
ple, you can cut different shaped eye holes 
into one side of a paper towel or toilet paper 
roll and put a glow stick inside for spooky 
glowing eyes. You can set these on a surface 
or tape the glowstick inside and hang them. 
You can also do this with an orange plastic 
disposable cup: turn it upside down, make a 
jack- 0 ’-lantern face and put a glow stick or 
electric tea light inside to make it glow. 

“This same idea could be used to make 
ghosts on white cups or Frankenstein mon- 
sters on green cups,” Rousseau said. 

Create hanging bats by cutting a cardboard 
egg carton into sections of three, then paint 
them black, stick on some googly eyes and 
string them up.

FRIGHTENING FABRICS 

Tracey Boucher of Mom & I Crafts in 
Candia said she’s used old cotton curtains, 
sheets, felt and flannel to create Halloween 
decorations. For a witch hat, cut fabric into a 
cone shape and glue it with craft or hot glue 
to hold it in place. Stuff it with cotton bat- 
ting (don’t stuff the top if you want the hat to 
droop down), then cut a larger circle of fabric 
and glue it to the bottom of the cone for the 
brim. If you want the hat to stay stiff, paint it 
with a watered down glue solution. 

“Once dry, decorate the hat,” Boucher 
said. “You can use dried flowers or some spi- 
derwebbing around the brim to make a great 
centerpiece or decoration.” 

To make a ghost, get a large styrofoam ball 
(or any round object) and cover it with fabric. 
Using a rope or ribbon, tie the fabric around 
the ball to keep it in place and define the neck 
of the ghost. Then cut some holes in the fab- 
ric in the back of the ghost so you can hang it. 

“You can paint eyes on the ghost if you 
wish, or even attach a stick or metal coat 
hanger under the head to look like arms,” 
Boucher said. 

SOME TRICKSY TIPS 

Jennifer Coletti of Jelly Bean Art Studios 
in Bedford said that keeping DIY decorations 
cheap and easy is key. 

“Don’t do too much and go over the top 
with your decorating,” she said. “The simpler 
you keep it, the better, especially with kids.” 

Some easy projects, she said, are luminar- 
ies made from decorated Mason jars with 
electric tea lights inside, and banners made 
with shapes cut out from poster board and 
strung together with fishing line. You can 
fold a black trash bag and cut into it like you 
would a paper snowflake to make a giant spi- 
der, or just drape some fabric over inflated 
balloons to make floating ghosts. 

“Just with cheap poster board, googly 
eyes, paint and some battery-operated can- 
dles, you can do a million different things,” 
she said. “Stick googly eyes on anything, 
paint on some angry eyebrows and you’ve 
got a monster.”

SCAEKD SINStUSS 

Head to one of NH’s haunted attractions

If you like to be seared, 
^ ^ immerse yourself in these 
^ haunted attraetions that 

frighten nearly all of your 
senses — even your sense 
of smell. 

Tim Dunne, the owner of Fright 
Kingdom (12 Simon St., Nashua, fright- 
kingdom.eom), uses artifieial seents to 
lend his haunted attraetions even more 
realism than the make-up and set design 
already aeeomplish. In Apoealypse Z, for 
example, where visitors are survivors in 
one of the few supposed “safe havens” of 
a zombie apoealypse, Dunne uses a seent 
that replieates the smell of deeaying flesh. 

He said this attraetion is inspired by The 
Walking Dead. 

“We get inspiration from what’s hot and 
trending from the horror movie industry,” 
Dunne said. 

In the Castle of Corpses, where a plague 
has overtaken an old eastle in the late 
1800s, Dunne uses a similar seent ealled 
“the dead” and another seent ealled “goth- 
ie,” whieh smells like moldy old stone. At 
Bloodmere Manor, a “quintessential haunt- 
ed house,” as Dunne puts it, the smell of 
stinking eheese has been added to prop 
up the story of an old Vietorian mansion 
oeeupied by a family of eannibals. And in 
Psyeho Cireus, where visitors are thrown 
into a dream-like, psyehedelie madhouse 
with fluoreseent paints, 3-D illusions and 
elowns, they experienee a sensory over- 
load, eomplete with the smell of popeom 
and eotton eandy. 

For a taetile experienee, the attraetion

ealled Grim throws visitors into a eom- 
pletely dark set, foreing them to feel their 
way around. 

“There’s many things on these walls that 
you really don’t want to feel,” Dunne said. 

Fright Kingdom also features an area 
ealled Monster Midway, whieh is a een- 
tral area that provides aeeess to things 
like an eseape room, a $5 eoffin ride sim- 
ulator (whieh simulates the experienee of 
being buried alive), a fortune teller, snaek 
shaek and a eolleetion of Hollywood 
memorabilia. 

Tiekets for general admission are $24 
and VIP tiekets, whieh allow entry into any 
attraetion without waiting in line, plus free 
use of the eoffin simulator, are $34. 

There have also been a number of 
improvements for this year’s Haunted 
Acres (446 Raymond Road, Candia, haunt- 
edaeres.eom), sueh as a dual nighttime 
zipline and a roped obstaele eourse high up 
in the trees that’s open for use during the 
day, aeeording to eo-owner John Traey. 

The theme of the 60-aere park this year 
will be Area 52. The story goes that it’s the 
site of an abandoned military base where 
the government performed illegal and 
gruesome experiments on people. Attrae- 
tions inelude the Quarter Mile Nightmare 
Walk, whieh forees visitors to wander 
through gloomy woods that some say are 
infested with real ghosts. 

“The aetors are afraid to go out there 
during the day,” Traey said. 

There’s also the 3-D Nuelear Aeei- 
dent House, Cell Bloek 13, Graveyard 
of the Damned and Maze from Hell, a 
3,000-square-foot indoor maze. 

Tiekets are $28 per person or $39 for a 
speed pass for eutting lines. Get. 20 and 
Oet. 27 are Date Nights where the seeond 
person pays half priee. On Nov. 5, there 
will be a Lights Out night, where eaeh 
attraetion will be piteh blaek and visitors 
will be equipped with a glow stiek. 

Spooky World presents Nightmare 
New England and The Haunted Hay- 
ride (454 Charles Baneroft Highway, 
Litehfield, nightmarenewengland.eom) is 
eelebrating its 25th year, with five attrae- 
tions and 180 aetors deployed to make you 
seream in terror. 

The Haunted Hayride is now in its see- 
ond year and brings visitors through 
various seenes like a spider-infested eamp- 
ground, a earnival of elowns, a plane erash 
and human butehers. One seetion looks 
like the Ewok village from Star Wars: 
Return of the Jedi, Spokesperson Margot 
O’Riordan said, where aetors dressed as 
tribal warriors jump onto the hayride from 
their treehouses. 

Other mainstay attraetions sueh as 
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Courtesy of Fright Kingdom. 


Brigham Manor are designed after the elas- 
sie haunted house motif. 

“The story behind it is there’s a fam- 
ily that was eausing issues for the town 
of Litehfield and the poliee killed them,” 
O’Riordan said. 

Carnage is a pyroteehnie-filled junk- 
yard with seenes reminiseent of any gory 
film. In The Colony, visitors run through 
the woods being ehased by aetors. The 3D 
Festival of Fear will make you feel like you 
are walking sideways at times, with glow- 
in-the-dark effeets and elowns getting in 
your faee. 

A speeial Lights Out event with only 
glowstieks will take plaee on Nov. 5. 

Tiekets start at $34.99 for general admis- 
sion, whieh allows visitors to go through 
eaeh attraetion onee. VIP tiekets for $59.99 
allow unlimited park aeeess and one hay- 
ride, and Super VIP tiekets for $74.99 
allow unlimited aeeess to everything. Prie- 
es vary on speeial evenings.

The villagers were inhospitable 
to the stranger, whieh was unlueky sinee 
the stranger turned out to be a demon who 
promptly eursed eaeh villager to remain 
there as “undying and undead,” aeeording 
to the park’s website.

New England’s ''crown” 

Mount Washington subject of new Currier exhibition

For a pocket of time, Mount Washing- 
ton was at the eenter of the art world. 

Artists traveled from afar to North 
Conway to eapture the Northeast’s tall- 
est mountain in peneil, ink or oil, and 
as a result, there’s an enormous mass of 
artwork depleting the 6,289-foot peak 
— mueh of whieh deeorates the Curri- 
er Museum of Art’s latest show, “Mount 
Washington: The Crown of New Eng- 
land,” on view through Jan. 16. 

“During the period the show eovers 
. . . the White Mountain region goes from 
basieally an unexplored, uneharted wilder- 
ness with a few settlers to the most popular 
tourist attraetion in the United States for a 
number of deeades,” said Andrew Spahr, 
direetor of eolleetions and exhibitions 
at the museum. “And the interest in the 
images, stories and literature about the 
White Mountains refleets that — the huge 
volume that was produeed about Mount 
Washington is just amazing.” 

The making 

The show’s big — it takes a while to 
walk from one end to the other — and 
represents years of work. 

Currier staff had made tentative plans 
for a White Mountain-themed show years 
baek, but it was delayed for many reasons, 
ineluding the 2008 museum expansion. It 
returned to the budget about three years 
ago, Spahr said. 

In preparation, Spahr toured the Mount 
Washington Observatory and spent time 
with its staff and at its library and weath- 
er museum. Many pieees are on loan from 
the observatory and regional institutions. 
Spahr had hiked the White Mountains 
before, but he was surprised by some of 
the things he learned, and he thinks muse-

um patrons will be, too. 

“People may think they know about 
Mount Washington, but there’s just sueh 
a rieh history in all these areas — art, sei- 
enee, tourism and adventure. So mueh has 
been published. There have been so many 
images, and there’s always something 
new to diseover,” he said. “It’s the largest 
show the Currier’s ever done in terms of 
the number of objeets and the amount of 
spaee it takes up in the building.” 

Painters travel to North 
Conway 

The show eontains 40 paintings and a 
seleetion of historie prints, vintage photo- 
graphs, seientifie reports and guidebooks. 
They’re organized ehronologieally and 
span the 1820s to the late 1870s. 

In the first room are some of the paint- 
ings that put Mount Washington on the map 
— pieees by Hudson River Sehool artists 
like Albert Bierstadt, Thomas Cole, Jasper 
Franeis Cropsey, John Frederiek Kensett 
and David Johnson, plus aeelaimed paint- 
ers like Winslow Homer and George Inness. 

One of the most famous is at the very 
beginning: “View in the White Moun- 
tains,” painted by Cole in 1827, whieh 
first attraeted the artist eommunity. Lat- 
er, “Mount Washington from the Valley 
of Conway,” painted by John Freder- 
iek Kensett in 1851 after a trip to North 
Conway with his friend, fellow artist 
Benjamin Champney, helped garner an 


even wider audienee, when the Ameriean 
Art-Union made a print of it that went out 
to about 13,000 subseribers. 

“Within one year, interest in Mount 
Washington basieally skyroeketed 
beeause this image was reprodueed as 
this print. It went all over the East Coast 
and the art world,” Spahr said. “So this 
really eatapults the whole idea of artists 
eoming to North Conway to paint.” 

Along the walls, viewers will find these 
paintings (and prints, drawings and imag- 
es). They depiet the White Mountains at 
all angles, from the summit houses and 
peaks to the valley looking up at steep 
notehes and pieturesque waterfalls. 

The exhibition also tells what it was 
like painting the region those early years 
— artists sometimes hiked miles to find 
the perfeet view. 

It wasn’t long before the mountain 
reaehed international audienees. “An 
Indian Summer Morning in the White 
Mountains,” painted by Jasper Franeis 
Crospey in 1857, showeases New Hamp- 
shire foliage, and when Crospey brought it 
to England, people questioned the eolors; 
luekily, he’d kept a serapbook of pressed 
autumn leaves as proof, earning him an 
audienee with Queen Vietoria, Spahr said. 

One of the last paintings in the show is 
Bierstadt’s enormous 10-foot-wide “The 
Emerald Pool,” painted in 1870. The stop 
in Manehester is its first time in New 
England sinee its ereation. 


Why Mount Washington? 

“If you talk about the mid- 19th eentu- 
ry, Ameriea’s just starting to find itself as 
a eountry, and very few people had been 
out West,” Spahr said. “Other than Lew- 
is and Clark, many people hadn’t seen 
the Roekies or Yosemite, so those were 
the kind of things that were yet to be 
doeumented or promoted. ... They were 
looking for symbolism in the Eastern 
landseape, and Mount Washington was 
one of the things that was right there and 
readily available.” 

It was also pretty aeeessible. The Craw- 
ford Path leading up the mountain is the 
oldest hiking trail in the United States, 
laid out in 1819. By 1861 you eould ride 
a earriage to the summit, and by 1869, 
a train — whieh was also the first of its 
kind in the eountry. 

“Sylvester Marsh was a New Hamp- 
shire native and businessman who 
patented the meehanism used for the eog 
railway. . . . The earliest loeomotives were 
made at the Manehester Loeomotives 
Works here in Manehester,” Spahr said. 

Its above-treeline terrain made the site 
a plaee of interest for seientists, too (and 
sometimes, seientifie projeets ealled on 
artists to illustrate the latest researeh). 
Spahr was partieularly interested in the 
pietures doeumenting an expedition the 
winter of 1870-71 — the first Mount 
Washington overnight exeursion. They 
display an iee-eapped mountain and erew 
members lying on the ground to measure 
wind speed. 

“At the time, the publie thought it was 
a silly enterprise. They didn’t understand 
what the need for gathering the informa- 
tion was,” Spahr said. “But if they eould 
begin to understand meteorology, they 
eould begin to develop ways to prediet 
storms, whieh would be advantageous 
eeonomieally — it eould help in prediet- 
ing storms for shipping at sea, and also in 
predieting weather for farmers.” 

By the end of the 1870s, Mount Wash- 
ington began to dwindle from artist 
interests; painters began looking west- 
ward and dabbling in impressionism. 

Still, almost 200 years later, the moun- 
tain gets about 250,000 visitors a year. 
One of the Currier’s goals is to show the 
art world’s role in those numbers. 

“For anyone who’s interested in Mount 
Washington, [the show] provides some 
eultural eontext as to why and how Mount 
Washington beeame sueh an ieonie image 
and idea in the publie imagination,” 
Spahr said.

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Sexiest show in town 

Palace presents Best Little Whorehouse in Texas

The first time Palaee Theatre Artistie 
Direetor Carl Rajotte saw The Best Little 
Whorehouse in Texas, he was in the sixth 
grade and working the spotlight for a dinner 
theater produetion in Georgetown, Massa- 
ehusetts, that his dad was aeting in. 

Even as a preteen, Rajotte was eager to 
sit in the direetor ’s ehair. 

‘T remember watehing it and thinking, 
someday I’m going to ehoreograph this 
show,” Rajotte said at the theater reeently. 
‘T remember thinking, why aren’t the girls 
daneing more? And when the football guys 
eame on, I thought, why aren’t they mov- 
ing? This is sueh great musie!” 

He finally got his ehanee with the Pal- 
aee Theatre’s premiere of The Best Little 
Whorehouse in Texas, whieh opens Friday, 
Get. 21, with shows through Nov. 12. 

The story is well-known for its 1982 
film version starring Dolly Parton and 
Burt Reynolds, but it was a musie al first, 
with book by Larry King and Peter Mas- 
terson and musie and lyries by Carol Hall. 
It opened on Broadway in 1978 and ran for 
1,584 performanees. 

It takes plaee in the 1970s and is about a

brothel that’s been operating outside the fie- 
tional town of Gilbert, Texas. Miss Mona 
Stangley is the proprietor, and she takes eare 
of her girls while maintaining good relation- 
ships with the loeal sheriff and eommunity 
— until a television reporter eomes to town 
and makes the illegal aetivity an issue. 

“The eool thing about this show is it is 
based on a true story. It’s very interesting. 
The house was in Texas, and it was very 
famous. It was illegal, obviously, but it was 
tolerated by everyone around, ineluding 
the politieians and the law enforeement,” 
Rajotte said. 

The real-life Chieken Raneh in La 
Grange, Texas, operated from 1905 to 1973. 


The women working there had striet rules. 
About 75 pereent of their payeheek went to 
the proprietor, Edna Milton, and in return, 
prostitutes got free housing, food and health 
eare, with weekly medieal eheek-ups. 

What they were able to keep was equiv- 
alent to about $200 to $300 today, said 
Rajotte, who’s been spending a lot of time 
researehing the real story. His findings have 
informed his direetion. 

“These women were really powerful 
women. They were in eontrol,” Rajotte 
said. “All of our bloeking, all of our stage 
direetions, all of our ehoreography, it’s 
always with the woman in the lead. She’s 
initiating everything.” 


There’s an interesting, dynamie plot to 
the show, with tender moments Rajotte 
wasn’t expeeting. He mentioned one seene 
the east had run through the day before. 

“One of the rules to be a girl in this house 
is that you ean’t have a husband or kids or 
any of that. The owner didn’t want to have 
that eomplieation,” Rajotte said. “Seeret- 
ly, one of the [new] girls does have a ehild 
at home, and she gets eaught on the phone 
talking to her ehild and telling her mom 
she’ll be baek as soon as she makes some 
money. It’s a tender, tender seene.” 

Every year, the Palaee produees a whole 
gamut of styles — family shows, eomedies, 
dramas — and at least one “sexy show” 
aimed at adults. The theater and sponsors 
are marketing this as “the sexiest show in 
town,” whieh aetually foreed Rajotte to 
make some adjustments. 

“I went baek to the seript, and I thought, 
this doesn’t really lend itself to ‘the sexi- 
est show in town.’ So we’re upping the 
ante quite a bit. ... I’ve put the guys in 
more numbers than they usually are [in]. 
. . . The musie lends itself to have a little bit 
of a honky-tonk, eountry feel, and so we’re 
playing it with a faster tempo,” Rajotte said. 
The eostumes are sexy and revealing — 
think Frederiek’s of Hollywood, Rajotte 
said — and the set design will be “almost 
like Texas throwing up on the stage,” with 
red, white and blue eoloring, ropes, wagon 
wheels and neon lighting to offer a red-light 
distriet, eontemporary air. 

“We’re ealling it the sexiest show in 
town, and it definitely has a lot of humor. 
People are going to laugh hard,” Rajotte 
said. “But there was also an interesting plot 
in this show.” M

Enchanted Forest nature walk returns

As a not-so-scary way to cele- 
brate Halloween, take an evening 
stroll through the woods around the 
MeLane Center in Coneord dur- 
ing the annual Enehanted Forest, 
happening Friday, Oet. 21, and Sat- 
urday, Oet. 22. 

“We like to eall it a family- friend- 
ly alternative to seary haunted 
houses, and it’s also designed as 
an edueational event,” said Ruth 
Smith, eommunity engagement 
manager of New Hampshire Audu- 
bon, whieh hosts the walks eaeh 
year. “We usually do it the week- 
end before Halloween so as not to 
eompete with triek-or-treating, and 
we put up Halloween dee orations to 
keep in the season.” 

The edueational walk will be 
led by volunteers and filled with 
nature-themed skits, eampfire sto- 
ries and more. Jaek-o-lanterns will 
light the way throughout the trails. 

Inside the eenter, enjoy erafts, 
games and refreshments while you 
wait to embark on the walk, whieh 
whieh will be split into one-hour 
time slots that will leave every 
20 minutes, from 5 to 8 p.m. eaeh 
night. 

Eaeh group that departs will have 
two guides for the duration of the 
trail, whieh makes stops at four

separate skit sites. Smith said. All 
of the skits will be eovered in the 
event of rain. 

“Eaeh [skit] has live aetors who 
aet out as animals, plants or various 
features of the natural world and 
they work on dispelling myths, so 
the skits are informative and edu- 
eational but humorous and fun as 
well,” she said. “We provide all of 
the eostumes and write the seripts 
ourselves for the volunteers to 
rehearse.” 

Previous skits have been about 
why birds migrate and the ehalleng- 
es they faee, how spiders ean be 
helpful to our eeosystem, a “weather 
wizard” who gives talks about eli- 
mate ehange and weather patterns, 
and more. Other ieonie Halloween 
images like bats and skeletons have 


been aeted out to stay true to the 
Halloween spirit. But Smith said 
the skits are a surprise, as they are 
usually not diselosed until partiei- 
pants are aetually out in the woods. 

“It’s usually a eombination of 
some new skits and versions of 
some reeyeled skits that we haven’t 
done in a while but have brought 
baek,” Smith said, noting that the 
first walk was baek in 1987. 

At the eonelusion of eaeh walk, 
the group will gather around a 
eampfire with a storyteller who 
will tell stories based on old Native 
Ameriean legends. 

Smith said although the first 
eouple of tours are typieally more 
popular among families with 
younger ehildren, due to its still 
being daylight outside, the event 


eaeh year has drawn teenagers and 
adults without ehildren as well. 

“We have volunteers who donate 
a ton of time and praetiee and we 
have folks that eome baek year 
after year for that reason,” she 
said. “I think espeeially for some 
of the adults that eome baek, they 
appreeiate that kind of eommunity 
engagement and involvement.” 

The event has inspired similar 
walks all aeross New England, hav- 
ing developed a reputation as the 
first established woods-based walk 
around the Halloween season. 

“The thing about nature is that 
there are so many faseinating and 
eool things that you ean use as skits 
and ean teaeh in a fun and engag- 
ing way,” Smith said, “so it truly is 
a magieal event.” A

Planting bulbs 

Early bloomers to look forward to

For the past three deeades or more Fve 
planted the bulbs of spring-blooming plants 
every fall. Some years it was just a eouple 
of dozen, other years more than 100. Oeto- 
ber is a good time to plant them, though one 
year I was traveling and didn’t plant my bulbs 
until November. I had to shovel snow off the 
ground to plant bulbs that year. 

I plant bulbs beeause it gives me something 
to look forward to during the depths of winter. 
I dream of elouds of purple seilla and white 
snowdrops, hillsides awash with golden daf- 
fodils, vases of tulips on every flat surfaee of 
the house. For the priee of dinner for two at a 
moderate restaurant, you ean buy 100 bulbs 
or more — and now is the time to do so. 

I love snowdrops. Granted, they’re small 
and their blossoms hang down so they’re 
hard to see, but they’re the first to bloom, 
often eoming up through frozen soil in ear- 
ly Mareh. I transplanted 50 or 100 from my 
ehildhood home in Conneetieut 35 years 
ago, and by now I have uneountable num- 
bers. They sneak into my lawn, popping up 
far from where I put them. I don’t know how

they move around — perhaps by seed, or per- 
haps with the help of those otherwise pesky 
rodents, the squirrels. 

Other early bloomers are seilla and glory- 
of-the-snow, both blue to purple (glory-of-the 
snow also eomes in pink and white). Like 
snowdrops, they’re small so they need to be 
planted in groups of 50 or more to really look 
good. 

Croeuses also ean bloom early, though 
Fve never had any as early as my snowdrops. 
There are at least 80 speeies of eroeus and 
many hundreds of eolors, but most garden 
eenters and groeery stores just offer a eou- 
ple of speeies and three eolors: large purple, 
white or yellow. For that reason I study the 
bulb eatalogs to explore other possibilities. 

The bulb eompany MeClure and Zimmer- 
man has an exeellent array of eroeus, but I 


find their website awkward, so it is probably 
worth ealling for a print eatalog (800-546- 
4053). Brent andBeeky’s bulbs is a family-run 
business that is also exeellent (brentandbeek- 
ysbulbs.eom or 804-693-3966). You may be 
surprised to see that eroeus bulbs ean eost 
over a dollar eaeh, but the rarer varieties are 
prieey. 

Daffodils are wonderful, in part, beeause 
animals don’t eat them — not rodents, not 
deer. There are hundreds of kinds of daf- 
fodils in 13 major eategories. Some bloom 
early, some late. Some produee one flower 
per stem, others several. I eontinue to explore 
the daffodils eaeh year by buying some new 
ones, and you should, too. 

If you grow hostas, you know that their 
leaves don’t get very big until June or July. 
I like to plant elumps of daffodils between 
elumps of hosta so that their leaves will eover 
the foliage of the daffodils after they bloom. 

In recent years I have been buying 1 00 tulips 
and planting them in one bed. I like them as cut 
flowers, and they make terrific gifts. I like hav- 
ing enough to pick dozens at a time and having 
them all come into bloom at once. 

Most tulips, for me, tend to run out of ener- 
gy and get fewer in number as the years pass, 
so now I consider them annuals. I dig a hole 


about 4 to 5 feet long and 2 feet across and 
plant all 100 in one place. Then, once they are 
done, I cut off the foliage and plant annual cut 
flowers like zinnias for summer enjoyment. 
Wasteful? I suppose, but life is short, and I 
love them so. 

I’ve found that my CobraHead weed- 
er works well for planting individual small 
bulbs like snowdrops or crocus in the lawn. I 
just push it into the soil the appropriate depth, 
pull back to create a small slice in the soil, 
take out the tool and drop in a bulb. The slice 
in the lawn closes up easily with a push of 
my hand. 

Add some slow-release organic fertiliz- 
er (or bulb booster) at planting time, and mix 
plenty of compost into the soil. Bulbs need 
good drainage to thrive, and compost helps 
with that. If you are worried about rodents, 
you can sprinkle them with cayenne pepper, 
though its effect only lasts for a year. 

Lastly, buy plenty of bulbs. Come spring, 
you’ll revel in their beauty and enjoy them 
much more than that ephemeral dinner for 
two you might skip now in order to afford 
their cost.

Catalogs, just like other things, depend 
on what they are from, age, eondition and 
desirability to eolleetors. Antique garden- 
ing pieees are very easily marketed — items 
sueh as old garden benehes, seed paekets, 
tools, trellises, eatalogs (like yours), ete. 

The one you sent pietures of is in good 
eondition. If they are all in approximately 
the same eondition I would say the value to 
a eolleetor would be about $40 eaeh. Now 
for marketing them you eould try online 
or go to an antique shop in your area. You 
eould even try to sell them at a yard sale 
in the spring now that you know what they

Reader seeks Ray’s approval before purchase

Dear Car Talk: 

My husband and I 
are thinking of buy- 
ing the new Chrysler 
Pacifica, mainly 
because of the Stow ‘n 
Go seats. We have four 
golden retrievers and 
live in a fire-prone 
area — in case we need to make a quick 
getaway, the Pacifica seems like a good 
choice! We Te old folks and can ’t lift the 
seats out of the Honda and Toyota vans. 
In fact, we can hardly lift the dogs! But 
they can get into a van themselves. Is it a 
good car? And what about the hybrid — is 
it a good idea? Thank you for any advice 
you can throw our way. — Deborah 
I drove the new Paeifiea reeently and 
loved it. It seems like a huge upgrade 
over the old Chrysler minivans. It handles 
well; it’s quiet and eomfortable inside; 
it has a niee interior; it looks great for a 
minivan. And the Stow ‘n Go seats that 
fold into the floor are a real eonvenienee. 

Plus, the one I tested had two separate 
video sereens for the seeond-row passen- 
gers, so two of your dogs ean wateh the 
eat ehannel while the other two wateh the 
squirrel ehannel. No fighting! 


What are the downsides? Well, in the 
past, Chrysler hasn’t been able to mateh 
the build quality of Honda and Toyota. 
I owned several Dodge Caravans years 
ago. While they were praetieal, versatile 
and reasonably reliable, neither one last- 
ed 150,000 miles. And they both tended to 
get noisy and squeaky as they got older, as 
things loosened up. 

My 1992 Caravan even blew an engine 
at 8,000 miles. But, to be fair to Chrysler, 
that was several Clinton adminstrations 
ago. 

Will the new Chrysler Paeifiea eome 
eloser to the build quality of the leading 
minivan makers? I don’t know. In gen- 
eral, ear quality has improved a lot. But 
how mueh the Paeifiea has improved 
ean’t be answered until a buneh of Paeifi- 
eas have 100,000 or more miles on them. 
And for that reason. I’d shy away from 
the hybrid version for now. It would be 
Chrysler ’s first foray into hybrid teehnol- 
ogy. I’d want to let some other people see 
if Chrysler followed the “Install Hybrid 
Drivetrain” instruetions properly before 
buying one myself. 

But my first impression, after driv- 
ing the Paeifiea, is that the build quality 
is better. And the bottom line is that it’s 


a very niee vehiele. And you’ll probably 
get an aeeeptably reliable vehiele that the 
golden retrievers will thoroughly enjoy 
trashing. 

So I’d say go for it, Deborah. And drop 
us a note when you hit 100,000 miles and 
let us know how it’s doing — other than 
the dog smell. 

Dear Car Talk: 

I have a car-repair problem that three 
local shops can’t fix. My 1996 Toyo- 
ta Tacoma (two-wheel drive, 2.4-liter 
engine) won ’t start after it ’s been running 
and the air temperature is 80 degrees or 
higher. It cranks fine, but won ’t catch. I 
have to let it cool down for several hours, 
and then it starts normally. A tuneup 
didn’t help. This has been going on for 
three summers, and is getting more con- 
sistent. Any ideas, so I can tell the repair 
shops what to replace? — Tom 

Well, my first idea is to stop telling 
the shops what to replaee. I assume you 
were the one who told them to try a tune- 
up. Most meehanies would know that 
a tuneup would never fix this partieu- 
lar problem. The most useful thing you 
ean do, Tom, is reproduee the problem 
for them. 


Sinee it happens only after it’s been 
running for a while in hot weather, you’re 
going to have to wait for a hot day — a 
hot weekday — when they’re open. Then 
take the truek out for a long drive, and 
drive right into the entranee of the shop 
— so you’re bloeking the exit. Then shut 
off the engine. 

Onee it’s misbehaving for them, they’ll 
be able to perform some erueial tests and 
approaeh it in a logieal way. For instanee, 
they ean pull off a spark-plug wire and see 
if it’s making spark. If it’s not, they know 
you’ve got an ignition problem — and 
they ean test for a bad eoil, a bad igniter 
or perhaps something like a erank angle 
sensor. 

If the truek is making a spark, then 
they’ll know you’ve got a fuel problem, 
and they ean test your fuel pump and fuel 
pump relay. 

And if they approaeh it logieally and 
systematieally like that, they’ll figure out 
whieh part is aetually faulty, replaee it, 
the truek will start up for them, and your 
problem will be solved. And then you ean 
deal with the angry mob of eustomers you 
bloeked in, Tom. Good luek.

Playing with herbs 

Learn the basics of herbal chocolates and cordials

If you’re looking for a unique gift idea 
or something to spiee up your holiday gath- 
erings, you might find inspiration at the 
Cordials and Choeolates workshop at Can- 
terbury Shaker Village on Saturday, Oet. 29. 

Clinieal herbalist Maria Noel Groves of 
Allenstown will demonstrate how to make 
herb-infused ehoeolate truffles and eor- 
dials and guide partieipants through the 
proeess of making their own to taste and 
take home. 

“They’re really different teehniques, but 
they’re both fun and yummy,” Groves said. 
“It gives people a ehanee to play around with 
herbs and food and make gifts and prepara- 
tions for the holidays all at the same time.” 

Groves will begin the workshop with some 
faets about ehoeolate, its health benefits and 
why it’s a good baekdrop for herbal flavors. 
Peppermint, vanilla, lavender, ginger, nut- 
meg, einnamon and basil are just some of 
the herbs that work well with ehoeolate. To 
make the truffles, the herbs are infused into 
the eream, then melted down with the ehoeo- 
late and ehilled. 

“If you’ve never made them before, it’s 
not that eomplieated, but it’s really time- 
eonsuming, and making them in a group is 
fun and goes a lot faster,” Groves said. “It’s 
just meant to give people an idea of what’s 
involved. Then they ean reeruit friends and 
family members and make bigger batehes at 
home for parties or gifts.” 

While the ehoeolates are being infused and 
ehilled, the group will move on to making the 
eordials. There will be three seasonal fruits to 
ehoose from: apples, pears and eranberries. 
The proeess involves filling a jar with the 
ehopped fresh fruit, ehosen herbs, a sweet- 
ener and aleohol. Partieipants will eomplete 
all steps exeept for the aleohol, whieh they 
will have to add at home. Groves will suggest

that they use a quality vodka, brandy or oth- 
er spirit that provides a elean base for the fruit 
and herb flavors to eome through. Most eor- 
dials are ready to drink within a day or two. 

Groves will be demonstrating with a maple 
pear spiee eordial, but other popular eombi- 
nations are apple einnamon, spieed eider and 
eranberry rosemary. 

“They’re fun and so easy to make,” she 
said. “You just work off of what flavor pro- 
files work nieely together. The aleohol on its 
own is already good at extraeting [eertain 
herbs], so they eome out niee and flavorful 
and taste really good.” 

Partieipants will go home with some ehoe- 
olate truffles, a 4-ounee eordial and some 
reeipes for other ehoeolate treats and eordial 
eombinations to try on their own. A

Make your own spiced pear 
cordial 

This recipe makes about one pint of cor- 
dial and will keep for at least one year in 
the liquor cabinet. You can easily double 
or triple the batch. Courtesy of Maria Noel 
Groves. 

2 small, ripe pears (or 1 large), sliced 
4 ounces of local maple syrup (grade B 
recommended) 

2 ounces of water 
2 cinnamon sticks 
!/2 teaspoon grated nutmeg 
6 whole cloves 

!/2 vanilla bean, sliced lengthwise 
2 cardamom pods, crushed 


8 ounces quality vodka (Flag Hill’s Gener- 
al Stark Vodka works well) 

Simmer the pears and spices in the maple 
syrup and water for approximately one 
hour. Remove from heat occasionally if it 
seems to be boiling too hard. 

Pour all the ingredients into a Mason jar. 
(Remove the cinnamon sticks if you want 
the cinnamon flavor to remain subtle.) 
Cover with vodka, cap, and let sit on the 
counter for one to four weeks, shaking dai- 
ly. Taste it every few days. The flavor will 
gradually change, becoming more spicy 
and less fruity nutmeg-flavored over time. 
When it tastes good to you, strain your cor- 
dial into bottles and enjoy.

Spiced up meals 

IncJian cuisine meal service, cooking classes

If you love Indian food, there’s a new 
way to get it that doesn’t require going out 
to a restaurant. Caleutta Curry, a Derry- 
based meal serviee speeializing in Indian 
euisine, is now offering home delivery 
weekly meal subseriptions for southern 
New Hampshire, as well as a new eook- 
ing elass series. 

Owner Priya Dutta has been running the 
business on and off sinee 2013, appear- 
ing at loeal farmers markets and offering 
monthly frozen meal subseriptions, private 
eooking elasses and eooking parties. With 
the growing popularity of Indian food in the 
area, she deeided to start expanding. 

“There are a lot of people here who are 
very enthusiastie about Indian food but 
only end up eating it at a restaurant,” she 
said. ‘T want there to be ways for people 
to get healthy, homestyle Indian food, so 
now, if you’re adventurous, you ean learn 
to make it yourself at our elasses, or you 
ean try our meal delivery.” 

The new weekly meal serviee begins the 
first week of November. Orders are due 
every Wednesday, and meals are deliv- 
ered on the following Tuesday. (For the 
first week, that means orders will be due 
by Wednesday, Oet. 26, and meals will be 
delivered on Tuesday, Nov. 1). 

Eaeh week will feature a menu with 
five to six meals to ehoose from. The 
first menu ineludes sambhar (tangy and

spicy soup with mixed vegetables), home- 
style dal (soup made with lentils, onions 
and spices), vegetable stir-fry, aloo dum 
biryani (spiced blend of cooked rice and 
potatoes), fish fry and chicken do pyaza 
(chicken prepared in a spicy onion paste 
sauce with chunks of onion and pepper). 
All meals are made with as many local 
ingredients as possible. 

“The taste of Indian food is very differ- 
ent from other cuisines like American and 
Italian and Mexican,” Dutta said. “There’s 
a lot of different flavor profiles and a lot 
that goes into the flavor to make it all 
come together, and I think that’s why [it’s 
appealing].” 

Calcutta Curry’s new cooking classes 
kicked off last month and will continue 
with a class held approximately every six 
weeks at Creative Chef Kitchens in Der- 
ry, alternating between beginner and 
advanced level. Students will learn to 
make a combination of healthy vegetari- 
an, non-vegetarian and gluten-free dishes, 
including two entrees, a side and a des- 
sert if there is time.

V4 teaspoon pepper 
1 small onion sliced 
6 ounces mushrooms sliced 
1 !/2 cup beef broth 

1 package brown McCormick gravy mix 
(follow instruction on package) 

1 tablespoon ketchup 
1 tablespoon Dijon mustard 


Form ground beef mix into oval quarter- 
inch patties. 

Brown in skillet on medium high heat.

Pizza dough 

Pizza is one of my favorite food groups, 
and yes, I eonsider it in a eategory all its 
own. While there are limitless possibilities 
for topping eombinations to satisfy every 
eraving, the true test of a pizza all boils 
down to one thing: the erust. 

Sinee moving to a new town. I’ve strug- 
gled to find a eonsistently delieious sliee. I 
had good luek at one pizza parlor only to 
be disappointed on a return visit. The one 
time I tried to have pizza delivered, it took 
almost 2 hours to arrive from a loeation 
within walking distanee of my home. 

Diseouraged and hungry, I set out look- 
ing for reeipes for my own perfeet pizza 
erust. I already have a sauee reeipe that I 
use for everything from pasta to Stromboli, 
and I ean turn just about any pantry ingre- 
dient into a pizza topping, so I really just 
needed to find a pizza erust reeipe to keep 
my eravings at bay. 

Before trying my hand at making my 
own erust, I ventured to the store and pur- 
ehased premade dough as well as frozen 
dough. I tried eaeh, to varying degrees of 
sueeess. The erusts with eaeh of those items 
turned out OK, but they left me wanting. 

Finally, I eame aeross a reeipe from Bob- 
by Flay, and it solved all my problems. He 





suggested using bread flour instead of all- 
purpose for a erispier erust. That, eombined 
with yeast, sugar, salt and water, made for 
a simple and sublime erust. I had always 
thought making my own dough would be 
way too labor-intensive or time-eonsum- 
ing. But with my stand mixer, the entire 
prep proeess took a little less than 20 min- 
utes. Sure, I had to plan ahead to allow 
enough time for the dough to rise, but it 
was well worth the wait. 

And now that I’ve found a reeipe I want 
to stiek with, I know I ean make double 
batehes and freeze some before giving it 
time to rise. 

On the first pizza I made with this erust 
I kept the toppings simple — traditional 
eheese and pepperoni. I wanted to let the 
erust shine through. This reeipe makes piz- 
za praetieally pantry-friendly, as you ean 
keep everything to make it on hand, and 
just switeh up the fresh toppings — some- 
thing I’ll be doing, now that I’ve found a 
reliable pizza plaee in my own kitehen.

Pizza dough

Yield 2 14-inch pizzas 

3 1/2 to 4 cups bread flour, plus more for 
rolling 

1 teaspoon sugar 

1 envelope instant dry yeast 

2 teaspoons kosher salt 

1 1/2 cups water, 110 degrees 

2 tablespoons olive oil, plus 2 teaspoons 

Add the flour, sugar, yeast and salt in the 
bowl of a stand mixer and combine. While 
the mixer is mnning, add water and 2 table- 


spoons of the olive oil and beat until dough 
forms a ball.* Scrape the dough onto a light- 
ly floured surface and gently knead into a 
smooth, firm ball. Grease a large bowl with 
the remaining 2 teaspoons olive oil, add the 
dough, cover the bowl with plastic wrap and 
put it in a warm area to let it double in size, 
about 1 hour. Turn the dough out onto a light- 
ly floured surface and divide it into two equal 
pieces. Cover each with a clean kitchen tow- 
el or plastic wrap and let them rest for 10 
minutes. 

*If in the mixer the dough is too sticky, add 
more flour, about 1 tablespoon at a time. If 
the dough is too dry, add water, about 1 table- 
spoon at a time until a firm dough forms.

Flavors of fall 

Wine suggestions for the season

We are having a pretty niee fall season 
here in New Hampshire. Some years, we 
seem to skip this season altogether, but that 
isn’t the case this year. Fall for me means 
switching from white to red and celebrat- 
ing other fall flavors: apples, pumpkins and 
comfort food in the slow cooker. 

Our New Hampshire winemakers also 
celebrate the flavors of fall in their wines 
and meads. With Thanksgiving about a 
month away, I am already thinking about 
pairings and stocking up on some of my fall 
favorites. Here are some New Hampshire 
wines that pair well with the season. 

Apple picking season has been in full 
swing and with the abundance of fruit here, 
it is a natural choice for wine. Seven Birch- 
es Winery in Lincoln offers a Windy Ridge 
Apple wine, named after the orchard where 
the apples are harvested. This is a semi- 
sweet wine with a cider taste on the finish. 

For a slightly different take on apple 
wine, try Mapplez from Zorvino Vine- 
yards. They pair locally grown heirloom 
apples with New Hampshire maple syrup 
for a unique wine that is a treat for the sens- 
es. As a side note, I tried to purchase some 
of this wine during a recent trip to the win- 
ery and they were sold out. However, I have 
been told it is back in stock, so I need to get 
some before this batch sells out, too. 

Apple cider is delicious on its own, 
but if you want to give it a little kick, try 
it hot with some Kurt’s Apple Pie mead 
from Moonlight Meadery or Vanilla Bean 
Mead from Sap House Meadery. This is 
a great way to warm up after apple pick- 
ing or attending a game. Another option is 
warming some apple wine in a slow cooker 
with mulling spices and cinnamon sticks. I 
have made this during Thanksgiving in the 
past and it is another good way to warm up 
when the temperatures are cooler outside. 

Copper Beech Winery in Hooksett 
has several offerings to celebrate the sea- 
son including Crisp Apple, Melisi Heritage 
Apple and Autumn Harvest wines. The 
Crisp Apple is off-dry, a little bit tart and 
a little bit sweet. The Melisi Heritage wine 
is made from fruit gathered from an old 
tree, so quantities can be limited depend- 
ing on the year. This wine is similar to a 
pinot grigio. The Autumn Harvest is a 
blend of apples and white cranberries fer- 
mented together to make a wine that is tart 
and slightly sweet. Owner Lin recommends 
enjoying this wine warm spice mulled on 
fall and winter days. 

One of my favorite fall wines is the

Apple Cranberry from Flag Hill Winery 
& Distillery. This wine is tart and sweet 
and perfect for Thanksgiving. I had a hard 
time finding some last year, so I recently 
purchased a bottle to make sure I have it 
on hand. It’s a very popular wine this time 
of year. 

For apple wine with a little pop, try 
the Sparkling Harvest Apple Wine from 
Hermit Woods Winery. They take their 
Harvest Apple wine, made from apples, 
crabapples and quince, and give it some 
effervescence. The result is a light and 
fruity wine with a long finish. LaBelle 
Winery has its own take on bubbly with 
Shimmer, a blend of riesling and dry apple 
wines. This is a semi-dry sparkling wine 
with crisp fruit and floral tones that can also 
add a little pizzazz to your glass. 

For dessert in a bottle, try the Jumping 
Jack’s Pumpkin Wine from Zorvino Vine- 
yards. The crew at Zorvino slaves away 
every year to make this wine from local 
New Hampshire pumpkins. The result is 
pumpkin pie in a bottle. This wine is intense 
on its own, but I think it would be great in 
coffee or as part of a pumpkin pie marti- 
ni with whipped cream vodka. Gilmanton 
Winery also makes a Pumpkin Pie wine 
that is unique and perfect for fall. 

WineNot Boutique Grand Tasting 
Here is a great event for wine lovers, and 
it’s affordable too. On Nov. 3 from 6 to 
9 p.m., WineNot Boutique is holding its 
annual Grand Tasting at the Crowne Pla- 
za in Nashua. Tickets are $35 and include 
access to more than 70 wines and artisan 
food.

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Art and war 

Terry Parish tours NH with Luis Paints the Worid

Portsmouth writer Terry Parish found 
inspiration for her April 2016 picture book, 
Luis Paints the World, from the kids at the 
Lawrence Public Library, where she used to 
work as a children’s librarian. 

The kids there came from a variety of 
different cultures, and during bilingual sto- 
rytimes in the children’s room, they would 
sometimes sing “Naranje dulce,” which is 
about goodbyes. She remembers one spe- 
cific boy there who was missing his brother 
— he was overseas performing military 
service — but there were many kids expe- 
riencing the pain of being separated from a 
sibling or parent due to deployment. 

“A large percentage of the volunteer army 
is made up of immigrants or recent citizens. 
Lawrence is a city just like Manchester, with 
a lot of diversity and a lot of immigrants. 
And that’s why I was seeing this so much 
in the kids who came in,” said Parish, who 
recognized and empathized with their expe- 
riences. ‘T was married to a man in the Air 
Porce for many years. We had a daughter 
together, and I saw how . . . abandoned kids 
feel when their fathers leave.” 

Parish calls herself a “wannabe journal- 
ist;” though many of her books are fictional, 
they’re based on real stories and experienc- 
es. The subjects she’s most interested in are 
inspired by wartime and immigration — 
perhaps because one of her first jobs was 
working for the Red Cross in Vietnam. 

Her most recent novel. The Beginning 
or the End of the World, was published in 
October 2015 and explores the intersections 
of love and war in a young Cambodian- 
American girl’s life. Another, The Good 
Braider, published in 2012, is a free-verse 
novel about a teen and her family’s journey 
from war-tom Sudan to Portland, Maine. 

But for this book, she wanted explore war 
from another perspective: that of someone 
left behind. 

“[Kids are] like, ‘Why did you leave me?’ 
Children see it in their own personal and 
emotional worlds. . . . They don’t understand 
the context. . . . That was what I was trying to 
explore. . . . How can they help themselves 
deal with it,” Parish said. “It had to be a pic- 
ture book because I wanted to tell the story 
from the point of view of a young child who 
doesn’t understand war, who doesn’t under- 
stand why his brother had to go. [The boy] 
is only 5 or so, and in the world of children’s 
literature, the genre is an illustrated book.” 

Luis Paints the World, set in Lawrence 
and illustrated by Oliver Dominguez, is 
about a 5-year-old who deals with his broth- 



er’s deployment through art. He paints all 
the things he did with his brother on the 
alleyway wall behind his house, and as he 
awaits his brother’s return, the mural grows, 
with the help of his bustling Dominican 
neighborhood. 

Parish was also inspired by the mural- 
making activities happening in Lawrence 
at the time, and the kids becoming inspired 
because of it. 

“In one case, they were drawing the world, 
the globe, and they were seeing themselves 
as this part of the world. There was such a 
sense of discovery,” Parish said. 

Parish visits New Hampshire libraries this 
fall as part of a nine-week, nine-library proj- 
ect, “Community Stories: Soldiers Home & 
Away,” and her next is Thursday, Oct. 27, at 
4:30 p.m., at the Hampstead Public Library. 
She’s finding similar community mural sto- 
ries in other Granite State towns. 

“As I travel with the book, that has been 
a part of my journey. I didn’t realize how 
widespread the art form was, but in almost 
every town in New Hampshire I go to, I ask 
about the murals and [the kids] tell me where 
they are. They connect their town and the art 
with the town and the mural this small boy 
creates,” Parish said. M

Pets on the Couch, by Dr. 

Nicholas Dodman (Atria, 

263 pages) 

This is your dog: Moody. 

Crazy. Depressed. Forget- 
ful. Aggressive. 

This is your dog on 
drugs: Lassie. Or, at least, a 
manageable dog you won’t 
have to put to sleep. 

Drugs designed for 
humans ean treat a variety 
of bad behaviors in dogs 
beeause they share mueh 
of our bioehemistry, says 
Dr. Nieholas Dodman, a veterinarian near 
Boston who speeializes in animal behavior. 
Dodman’s new book. Pets on the Couch, 
reeounts a lifetime of elients, ineluding a 
destruetive beagle, an agoraphobie eow, a 
bulimie gorilla, a horse that eouldn’t stop 
eating wood and a German shepherd that 
wouldn’t stop ehasing his tail. 

Direetor of the Animal Behavior Clinie 
at Tufts University, Dodman treats his way- 
ward patients with a eontroversial approaeh 
he ealls “One Medieine,” in whieh he looks 
for similarities between humans and other 
animals, instead of differenees. 

“Under the hood, so to speak, in terms of 
the nervous system or other organ systems, 
there is not mueh differenee in how things 
work,” he writes. 

His methodology has gotten pushbaek 
from others in the medieal eommunity, 
ineluding an unnamed psyehiatrist who 
blaekballed a grant Dodman sought, say- 
ing “You will never be able to diseover 
anything about human beings by studying 
dogs.” 

Years of oeeupying territory others see 
as the fringe of medieine seem to have 
soured Dodman somewhat, and his writ- 
ing sometimes seems unneeessarily bitter 
and vaguely politieal. (Early on, he blusters 
about “a whole host of pigheaded eonserva- 
tives who remain mired in the past.”) 

Moreover, he enthuses so mueh about 
the wonders of preseription drugs that the 
reader may at times wonder if a pharma- 
eeutieal eompany funded this and his five 
other books. 

But he effeetively makes the ease that 
there are some veterinarians treating ani- 
mals who probably shouldn’t be sinee they 
don’t seem to eare very mueh about their 
elients, and if you were a dog who squatted 
and urinated every time your owner eame 
home, you’d want Dodman in your eorner 
or, more realistieally, your erate. 

Bad behavior, not eaneer or ears, he says, 
is the No. 1 killer of pets in the U.S. 

“What is the answer when a dog turns 
aggressive and starts attaeking people? 
When a eat beeomes ineontinent and fouls 
a new earpet? Off to the pound with it!” he 


writes. 

This is partly beeause 
veterinarians too often 
use the term “idiopath- 
ie” — whieh Dodson ealls 
the five-dollar word for “I 
don’t know why your pet is 
behaving like that.” 

And they don’t know 
beeause they haven’t been 
taught. Of about 30 veter- 
inary sehools in the U.S., 
only about a dozen teaeh 
animal behavior, he says. 

This seems odd beeause 
figuring out why and how a 
erated dog managed to eross a room, open 
his owner’s purse and eat a lipstiek seems 
far more interesting than administering 
rabies shots and neutering eats for a liv- 
ing. Dodson has had a faseinating eareer, 
and his eases make for interesting read- 
ing, oeeasionally spieed by a flash of wit. 
(“In the midst of erate panie, it’s as if the 
pet entered the phone booth as Clark Kent 
and emerged as Superdog, developing the 
strength of ten.”) 

He writes movingly of the ehildhood 
experienee that was an impetus for his 
eareer. His mother, an animal lover, res- 
eued a baby bird that had fallen out of a nest 
and was rejeeted by its mother. She fed it 
worm ehow every two hours and eared for 
the bird until it learned to fly in their liv- 
ing room. The family named it Pippit, and 
Dodson, who was 8 at the time, was ineon- 
solable when they released it to the wild. 
A year later, however, “something magieal 
happened.” 

Pippit returned with a mate, and flew in 
an open window, where she perehed on the 
piano where she used to sit. After a few 
minutes, she flew away, and the family nev- 
er saw her again, but the effeet on Dodson 
was profound, he wrote. 

“A ereature had flown aeross the speeies 
barrier and touehed my mother and me. Lat- 
er on in life, I beeame all about ehallenging 
that barrier, reaehing aeross it, questioning 
whether it is really a barrier at all.” 

Cynies may question whether it was real- 
ly the same bird, but Dodson is eertain it 
was, as eertain as he is that dogs ean have 
ADHD and depression and get Alzheimer’s 
disease. His arguments are eonvineing, and 
he points out to skepties who resist giving 
human medieines to dogs that animals are 
the reason we have these medieines at all. 

“It may seem outlandish, yet all our med- 
ieines — every single pill humans place 
into their mouths, every injection, every 
balm, every suppository, even — was first 
tested, developed and refined using ani- 
mals,” he writes. 

That’s a truth even pigheaded eonserva- 
tives ean’t ignore. B+

The Accountant 


The Accountant (R) 

A man with near-superhuman 
mathematical and focusing abilities 
gets tangled up with the finances of 
all flavors of sketchy characters in 
The Accountant^ a strange thriller 
starring Ben Affleck, still in Batman 
mode. 

Christian Wolff (Ben Affleck), not his 
real name, is an accountant who spends his 
days encouraging low-level tax embellish- 
ment to not terribly exciting clients out of 
his strip mall office. 

Or so it appears. 

But, as Treasury agent Ray King (J.K. 
Simmons) explains to analyst Mary- 
beth Medina (Cynthia Addai-Robinson), 
the same man has had different names 
and appeared in surveillance photos next 
to shady international types at locations 
across the globe. He isn’t just an accoun- 
tant, he’s an accountant who can look at 
criminal, laundered-money enterprises and 
figure out where missing money went and 
who took it. He has the secrets of drug car- 
tels, terrorist types and others, and King 
wants to pin him down. He doesn’t have a 
current alias or location, so Medina starts 
by doing research on the names he used in 
the past and listening to the audio tape from 
a mass shooting the man was involved in. 

Meanwhile, Christian takes what his 
handler describes as the rare job for a legit- 
imate client. He’s been asked by a robotics 
company, whose work includes military 
contracts and prosthetic limbs, to exam- 
ine a cash flow discrepancy found by junior 
accountant Dana (Anna Kendrick). 

The company’s founder, Lamar Black 
(John Lithgow), doesn’t seem concerned 


about the finances, but his sister (Jean 
Smart) and the company’s CFO (Andy 
Umberger) seem very suspicious about 
what Christian plans to do. Clearly some- 
body is rattled by his presence; a highly 
competent hit man (Jon Bemthal) and his 
thugs are killing people with a connection 
to the company. 

Thus do we have a situation with three 
groups on the hunt: Medina and the Trea- 
sury agent for the accountant, Christian for 
the financial wrongdoing and the killer for, 
eventually, Christian. 

And then, jammed in like a too-big roll- 
ing bag in an already crowded overhead 
bin, there is a romantic subplot featuring the 
Anna Kendrick character. This bit of dra- 
matic luggage definitely could have been 
stowed for the duration of the flight. The 


only good reason I can think of for crafting 
a relationship for these people is to give the 
usually not-so-talkative Christian a person 
to deliver exposition and explanation to. 

The Accountant suffers from “and also” 
syndrome. And also Christian’s secret 
identity as accountant to the criminal 
underworld. And also his adult backstory. 
And also his childhood backstory, with its 
explanation of how his father taught him to 
live with his autism-related difficulties and 
abilities. And also the shady killer coming 
after anyone who knows anything about the 
accounting trouble at the robotics compa- 
ny. And also the treasury agent. And also 
Medina. And also her backstory. And, hey, 
it’s Anna Kendrick. That is a lot of “and 
also” — probably about 35 percent more 
story than was needed. 


And this is not a movie that had a lot of 
room to mess around with unnecessary sto- 
ry. It runs over two hours and you feel that 
long runtime. It jumbles humor and sus- 
pense together in a way that never quite 
clicks — I, other people in the theater 
and sometimes all of us laughed at beats 
I’m not entirely certain we were meant to 
laugh it. It holds a few big reveals until its 
final moments but they seem disingenuous. 
I think we’re supposed to feel we’ve just 
been on a twisty ride but instead I felt like 
the movie was gluing “surprises!” into its 
plot to cover holes and general weakness. 

That said. The Accountant was stylish. 
The visuals it used to explain Christian’s 
personality — the sparse arrangement of 
things, in particular — were interesting 
even when the story happening in these set- 
tings was only mildly attention-holding. 

Also, I kind of enjoy this Affleck, who 
is basically a variation on the Batman he’s 
done in the last two DC Comics movies. 
Barely restrained violence? Yes. Laser focus 
on tasks? Check. Ability to outfight infi- 
nite henchmen? Yep. The only difference 
is that this wrong-side-of-the-law avenger 
has an Airstream trailer and a pickup truck 
instead of a Bat Cave and a Batmobile. And 
hey, now that I think about it, the not-quite- 
skilled mix of humor fits too.

In 2010, Jim Breuer made a special 
called Clearing the Air. In it, he tried to 
turn the page on some bits that made him 
famous, like SNL’s Goat Boy and the Ston- 
er in Half Baked, to comedy with more 
depth and dimension. It was a pitch to his 
future fans, Breuer explained recently. 

“From here on in, this is who Jim Breuer 
is, and this is how my standup is always 
going to be,” he said. “I’m a family guy. 
I’m a little edgy but don’t cuss still. I take 
care of elderly folks. I do the right thing 
even though it’s a real pain in the chops 
sometimes.” 

It took some time, and Goat Boy still 
pops up briefly, but the comic is more suc- 
cessful — on his own terms. That’s on his 
mind as he tries a new guise as heavy met- 
al front man. Songs from the Basement, the 
first album with his band The Loud & Row- 
dy, is a solid rock effort, not an extension 
of his standup. He did include a few jokey 
songs, though, to placate the faithful. 

But make no mistake — Breuer ’s not 
fooling around. 

“All right. I’m making a metal album 
[but] here’s your ‘Be a D***’ and ‘Sug- 
ar Rush’ — a little comedy,” he said. 
“But start getting used to songs like ‘Old 
School,’ ‘Who’s Better Than Us,’ ‘Wan- 
nabe’ and ‘The Unexplained,’ because 
that’s what’s coming in the next album.” 

The record will be playing before 
Breuer ’s upcoming appearance at Manches-

ter’s Palace Theatre. His comedy remains 
an oasis from the noisy world outside. 

“I’m all about no politics, no religion, no 
conversations that divide and conquer. I’m 
here to unite and make you laugh,” he said. 
“I don’t read the news, I don’t follow pop 
culture. I talk about real life, what’s going 
on in your inner circle, whether it’s having 
teenagers, being a husband . . . subjects peo- 
ple relate to. I show you that onion and then 
I go right for your gut. I don’t try to be cute. 
I’m out to kill you on stage.” 

He hopes fans will embrace Breuer the 
rocker, and a summer of performing has 
him optimistic. At a September festival 
near his hometown in New Jersey, Lizzie 
Hale joined him onstage for AC/DC’s 
“Shoot to Thrill” and got a great response 


to a rendition of the kids’ song “Bingo” in 
the style of his favorite bands. 

“We did Metallica, Alice in Chains, Vol- 
beat and Slayer doing verses,” Breuer said. 
“It was hilarious, a huge crowd favorite.” 

For Breuer, sharing the stage with big 
acts like Alice Cooper, Twisted Sister 
and The Used recalls his early days as a 
comedian. 

“The crowd doesn’t know who you 
are so you just gotta rely on being fun- 
ny and entertaining and just bring it,” he 
said. “The good news is not only did they 
not walk away, but the audience I want- 
ed is coming out of the woodwork. . . . It’s 
morphing into something I really want — 
mixing the standup world with storytelling 
and then leaping into a song.” 

The hard work it took to make Songs 
from the Basement prepared him for the 
road ahead. Rob Caggiano of Anthrax and 
Volbeat produced the record. 

“I literally picked Caggiano out of a 
lineup,” Breuer said. “I saw a picture of 
him and went, ‘This guy’s gonna get me, 
he’s everyone I ever hung out with grow- 
ing up.’ We went to a comedy show and he 
said, ‘Yeah, let’s do this.’ He only knows 
the rock music world and I only knew the 
comedy world. It was a perfect situation 
to give him 1 00 percent trust, and what he 
brought to the table — this thing would 
have been a disaster without him.” 

Caggiano helped with his songwriting 
and also grounded Breuer ’s music business 
naivete. “I came in like a puppy dog say- 
ing the album’s gonna be great and we’re 
gonna sell out arenas, right?” Breuer said. 
“He said, ‘Yeah, no — you need investors, 
a couple lOOK for radio. They don’t play it 
because they like it.’ Once I came to terms 
with what he meant I started working it. . . . 
I’m pretty confident that if I keep this up. 
I’ll be good.” ^

Extreme hobbies 

John Weigel and Olaf Danielson are 
engaged in a frenzied battle of “extreme 
birdwatehing,” each hoping to close out 
2016 as the new North American champ 
of the American Birding Association, 
and a September Smithsonian piece had 
Weigel ahead, 763 to 759. Danielson is 
perhaps better known for doing much of 
his birding in the nude. The old one-year 
record was 749, and the association attri- 
butes the larger numbers this year to El 
Nino, which has disrupted food supplies 
and driven birds into different locations.

• Compelling Explanation: Senate Bill

The legislature replaced 
death row last year with mandato- 
ry life sentences, and the referendum is 
to “repeal” or “retain” that legislation. 
Hence, to abolish the death penalty, vot- 
ers must select “retain.” The state attorney 
general, and election officials, declined 
to challenge the confusing arrangement, 
instead suggesting that Nebraskans are 
smart enough to figure the whole thing 
out. 

Fun with pennies 

(1) Robert Napolitan, 34, was arrest- 
ed in Taylor, Pennsylvania, in September 
and charged with theft of a drum contain- 
ing 300,000 pennies from his employer, 
Pyne Freight Lines. That steel drum 
weighs several tons and, of course, net- 
ted Napolitan only $3,000. (By contrast, 
in New York City’s Diamond District in 
September, a brazen thief made off with 
a 5-gallon drum containing 86 pounds of 
gold flakes, valued at more than $1 mil- 
lion, and is still at large.) (2) According to 
a High Point, North Carolina, TV report, 
Larry Hall of Randolph County took sev- 
en-plus weeks out of his life recently and 
glued pennies to cover (except for win- 
dows and chrome) his 2000 Chevrolet 
Blazer (a total of 51,300 coins). 

Great art! 

The 1,496-page German novel Bot- 


tom s Dream, translated into (broken) 
English, more than twice as long as War 
and Peace, recently reached U.S. book- 
stores as a 13 -pound behemoth, bound 
with a 14-inch spine that, based on a Sep- 
tember Wall Street Journal description, 
will almost surely go unread. The story 
follows two translators and their teenage 
daughter over a single day as they try to 
interpret the works of Edgar Allen Poe, 
making for slow going for anyone not 
already conversant with Poe. 

Bright ideas 

• While other vehicle safety- control 
engineers work on actually slowing down 
cars and buses when a risk is detect- 
ed on the road ahead, one of Volvo’s 
recent innovations appears aimed mere- 
ly at bullying pedestrians to get out of 
the way. According to a September report 
on Treehugger.com, the safety “control” 
for a Volvo bus consists of progressive- 
ly louder horn-honking to scare off the 
pedestrian. 

• Simple As That: (1) British farmer Pip 
Simpson, who lost nearly 300 sheep to 
rustlers in recent years, recently sprayed 
his remaining herd of almost 800 sheep 
a bright luminous orange (harmless, he 
said, though the sheep’s opinions are 
unknown) to make them less attractive 
to thieves. (2) Saudi Arabia switched to 
the 365-day Gregorian calendar on Oct. 
2, in part to reduce government expenses. 
Bureaucrats had been using the Islamic 
lunar Hijri (354-day) calendar, but now 
must work a 3 percent longer year for the 
same salaries.

In 2014, British entrepreneur Azad Chai- 
wala, 33, created the matchmaking service 
Second Wife because, just as men have 
trouble finding that special person, some 
Mormons, Muslims and others have at least 
as much trouble finding that special addi- 
tional person. (Most clients, he said, are in 
the United States and the United Kingdom, 
though bigamy is illegal in both places.) 
The service was so successful that Chai- 
wala this year inaugurated Polygamy.com, 
which he adamantly defended as a moral 
alternative to adultery and one-night- stand 
services such as Tinder. 

Police report 

(1) The long-rap-sheeted Darren Clin- 
ton, 48, was in the process, according 
to Minneapolis police, of burglarizing a 
hotel room in September when an occu- 
pant returned and surprised him. Clinton, 
wielding a knife, escaped momentarily, but 
the occupant summoned his nearby room- 
mates — the visiting University of Arizona 
men’s cross-country team — and after a 
chase, which included jumping several bar- 
riers, the runners steered a severely winded 
Clinton into the arms of a state trooper. (2) 
Kerry Johnson, 52, was arrested in August 
in Charleston, West Virginia, and charged 
with robbing a City National Bank branch. 
Police said Johnson had been gambling 
at the Mardi Gras Casino in nearby Nitro 
when he ran out of money at the black- 
jack table. (He left a $25 chip to preserve 
his spot, excused himself, went to the bank, 
and came back with more money.)
